It took years and genera- 
tions of women protesting, picketing, 
marching, and various acts of civil disobe- 
dience to achieve what many of us now 
take for granted — the women’s right to 
vote. It was finally passed and ratified by 
Congress and the Senate in 1920, in addi-

Mel Wacks, Jewish-American Hall of Fame Founder 


Short Biography 


el Wacks founded 
the Jewish-American Hall of Fame as an 
educational, non-profit organization in 1968 
in association with the Magnes Museum 
(Berkeley, California). Since 2001, the Jewish 
-American Hall of Fame has been a Division 
of the American Jewish Historical Society 
(New York). He has coordinated the issu- 
ance of an annual medal, the sales of which 
have raised nearly a quarter of a million 
dollars for Jewish and numismatic educa- 
tional organizations. This series of 50 med- 
als is now the longest series of art medals 
in America. 


being issued 
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Mel wrote the text and designed the award- 
winning Internet site www.amuseum.org, 
which attracts over a million visitors per 
year. The Jewish-American Hall of Fame 
plaques are on permanent display at the 
Virginia Holocaust Museum in Richmond, 
and a double-set of JAHF medals have re- 
cently been donated to become the Jewish- 
American Hall of Fame Medals Collection of 
the Cincinnati Skirball Museum. 

Last year, Mel presented a paper on 
“Woman on Jewish-American Hall of Fame 
Medals,” at the conference of The Interna- 
tional Art Medal Federation in Ottawa and 


will be giving this talk at the meeting of 


Women In Numismatics at the 2019 ANA 
World's Fair of Money® Convention. 
Mel Wacks has been president of the Amer- 


ican Israel Numismatic Association § since 
2001 and is a Board Member of the Ameri- 
can Medallic Sculpture Association. He has 
been a member of the ANA for over 50 
years, Is a Fellow of the American Numis- 
matic Society, and a member of the Numis- 
matic Literary Guild, where Mel has won 
four awards. In addition, Mel has had over 
100 articles published in leading numismatic 
publications, including The Numismatist, 
Coin World, Numismatic News, World Coin 
News, Numismatic Scrapbook Magazine, 


and The Medal, etc.

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Long Ago When We Were Fab

n the past there were dino- 


Saurs: Bach, Beethoven, Tchaikovsky, 
Chopin, and even Mozart; but sadly, they 
are now extinct. For centuries, music was 
mostly local folk and cultural memories, 
passed down by mouth. Then we entered 
the 20th century. It began with the terri- 
ble 'War To End All Wars'. Soon after, the 
entire world was gripped by The Great 
Depression, only to be saved by a worse 
war than the first one. One of the few 
good things to come from all this horror 
show was... VINYL! This invention made 
it possible that music could now be pre- 
served and enjoyed! At this time, new 
Styles appeared in the U.S.A. One was 
fronted by a man who called himself 
‘King’. No, not that guy! His initials were 
B. B. and he helped show the influence of 
'The Blues’. Then, ironically a ray of light 
was presented by a blind man - Ray 
Charles. From the backwoods came a big 
man with a country style, who "Cashed" 
in a big way, but later went to prison 
Johnny Cash). Out of the south ap- 
peared another fellow who felt he de- 
served to called "King" - yeah, that guy- 
but even he ended up as fat and bloated. 


Still, these were to be influences on the 


future. 


Through these times, several lads were 
growing up in their own tough times in a 
hard scrabble town called Liverpool, Eng- 
land. The economy was solidly blue collar 
and unemployment was high. None grew 
from backgrounds of means, and had to 
grow up fast and tough. All found music, 
especially from the U.S., to be exciting. 
This caused each to learn to play in their 


Own way. 


The first of our players was John Lennon, 
who was in a series of bands after a less 
than momentous tour at Art College, alt- 
hough he was to use this ability also. A 
crucial moment came when John needed 
a guitar player for his band, and he audi- 
tioned a young Paul McCartney. John 
was Impressed, mostly because Paul could 
tune his own guitar well. The pair quickly 
became friends. A young George Harri- 
son joined on guitar completing the band 
with Stuart Sutcliffe and Pete Best. 

The band honed their skills, mostly in 
Hamburg, Germany from 1960-62. There 
they met Ringo Starr. Stuart Sutcliffe left 
in April 1961. They were discovered by 
Brian Epstein at the Cavern Club, and 
Brian became their manager in December 
1961. In September 1962, they were 


known as ‘The Silver Beatles", then 


changed to just ‘The Beatles' as they 


signed a recording contract with George 
Martin at Abbey Road Studios, after Ringo 
had replaced Pete on drums. 

In 1991, Canada released a set of silver 
commemorative coins celebrating each of 


their U.K. album releases. 


"Please Please Me” was released in the 
U.K. in March 1963 (#1 for 30 weeks). 
This was the time that hit singles were 
released - "Thank You", "| Want To Hold 
Your Hand", "She Loves You". At this 
point in time, a huge merchandising fran- 


chise had begun and continued far into 


the future. 


In November 1963, they released as an 
album - "With the Beatles" (#1 for 21 
weeks), At this time, they were growing 


together as a band, and as writers. 


On February 7, 1964 the Beatles invaded 
America. The U.S. a brass commemora- 


tive medal was made celebrating their 
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arrival. There is a gold-plated copper/ 
nickel dollar from the Cook Islands show- 
ing the album. On February 9, 1964, they 
were introduced to American audiences 
by Ed Sullivan (on his show), which | was 
fortunate to be able to see. Following 
this, the group made many successful 
worldwide tours. 

In July 1964, they released "A Hard Day's 
Night" (#1 for 21 weeks) and then fol- 
lowed up with the movie "A Hard Day's 
Night". There is a 1964 bronze 'LP' med- 


al. 


In December 1964, they released "Beatles 
For Sale”, (#1 for 11 weeks). By this point, 
Beatles merchandising was some of the 


most successful in the world. 


In August 1964, they released "Help" (#1 
for 9 weeks) and then followed up with 
the movie "Help". There is another Cook 


Island ‘dollar’ showing their album. 


In December 1965, they released “Rubber 
Soul” (#1 for 8 weeks). On August 21, 
1966 the Beatles performed their only 
concert in St. Louis at Busch Stadium. On 
August 29, 1966, the Beatles performed 
their last live stadium concert at Candle- 
stick Park, San Francisco, CA. There is a 
1966 bronze medal depicting the Fab 4. 

Also, 1966, released 


in August, they 


"Revolver" (#1 for 7 weeks). There is an- 
other Cook Island coin commemorating 


the Beatles. On August 27, 1967, Brian 
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Epstein died, leaving the Beatles without 
the manager who was so instrumental to 


their early success. 


In July 1967, they released "Sgt. Pepper's 
Lonely Hearts Club Band" (#1 for 27 
weeks). This was considered to be their 


best work. 


In December 1967, they released "Magical 
Mystery Tour" (#2 on the chart), and then 
followed up with the movie "Magical 


Mystery Tour’. 


In November 1968, they released "The 


Beatles", more commonly called "The 


White Album (#1 for 8 weeks). 


In January 1969, they released "Yellow 
Submarine" (#3). No coin was released 
for this project, and | don't know why. 
They followed up with the movie "Yellow 


Submarine". 


On January 30, 1969, the lads performed 
The Rooftop Concert, their last live event 
as the Beatles. This took place on the 
root of Apple Records headquarters in 


London, England. 


In September 1969, they released "Abbey 


Road" (#1 for 17 weeks). 


In May 1970, they released "Let It Be" (#1 
for 3 weeks), followed by a documentary 
movie of the same name. Then in De- 


cember 1970, the lads officially disbanded 


The Beatles, after some friction between 
them. In the years following, all the boys 


do successful solo work in their own right. 


On December 8, 1980, John Lennon was 
murdered by a crazed gunman. In the 
years that follow, his death is remem- 
bered by a Cook Island Dollar, as well as 
a Solomon Island gold coin commemora- 
tive. In 1980, a bronze commemorative 
with a rubber wrist band featured the 


colors from his “Happy Christmas, (War is 


Over)' lyrics”.

Having survived an assassination attempt 
of his own, George Harrison died on No- 
vember 29, 2001 of lung cancer. Paul 
McCartney and Ringo Starr continue to 
perform and create successfully to this 
day. The Fab 4 continues to be celebrat- 
ed on medals and doubloons. These nu- 


mismatic memories show how legendary 


the group remains in musical history. 


Benvenuto: Three Queens, Two Designs, One Ounce of Silver 


Three Queens, Two Designs, One Ounce 


of Silver

t's always fascinating to see what new version of a 
classic design can be fielded from one of the world’s major 
mints. The United States has certainly done an impressive job 
with several of its efforts in this area, including the well- 
established silver Eagles and the more recent palladi- 
um Eagles. But one nation — or rather, territo- 
ry — that has thus far not dropped a hat 
into this arena is the British Virgin 


Islands. Until now, that is. 
Una and the Lion 


All the way back in 1839, the Royal 
Mint in London produced an amaz- 
ing design for a 5£ gold coin, as part 
of the celebration of having a new, 
young queen, the now famous Victoria. 
The coin is a hefty piece, weighing in between 
38.7 and 39.3 grams. It's also an expensive gold piece 

that most of us can only dream of owning; and importantly, the 


design is still considered one of the most beautiful ever pro- 


duced by Great Britain. 


This image of the original Una and the Lion is the artistry of Mr. 
William Wyon, and as official engraver for the Royal Mint from 
1828 all the way to his death in 1851, he gets the credit, right- 
fully, for several other well-known designs as well. His images 
of Victoria graced the rupee of British India as well as what is 


called the Young Head of Victoria on much of British coinage. 


This latter design was used for decades, and remains well 
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known today. He is known for numerous other medals and 


designs as well. 


If we look into the details and background of the design a bit, 
we can deduce that Mr. Wyon was very well acquainted with the 
classics of British literature. Lady Una is a character from the 
poem “The Faerie Queen,” penned by Edmund Spencer starting 
in 1590. When we speak of poetry today, in general many of us 
think of a work that may be a page or so long. 
Not so for Spencer's work. “The Faerie 
Queen” came out in six volumes, and 
remains one of the longest poems 

ever written in the English lan- 

guage. Mr. Wyon apparently de- 

cided the young Queen Victoria 

would be the perfect personified 

image of Lady Una, and so created 
what became a classic of his own. 
m Interestingly, scholars of “The Faerie 
Queen” say that the entire poem is alle- 
gorical praise for a different queen, one of Spen- 
cer's time, Queen Elizabeth |. Interesting indeed to model an 


image after one queen when the source of inspiration was an- 


other strong woman who had sat on the British throne. 


Around this impressive image are the words: DIRIGE DEUS 
GRESSUS MEOS, or: May God direct my steps. In the exergue at 
the bottom is the date in Roman numerals and Mr. Wyon’'s 


name, the latter in tiny lettering.

The British Virgin Islands (the BVI) reprised the Una and the Lion 
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design this year, in 2019, but on a one- 
ounce silver bullion coin. Before now the 
BVI has produced an impressive and ex- 
tensive series of commemoratives, but 
this is a foray into what might be called 
less common, bullion coinage, and cer-

Countries like the United States, Canada, 
China, and Australia all produce large 
enough amounts of silver and gold bul- 
lion coins that the world’s metals markets 
constantly figure them into the equation 
of how much silver or gold is available for 
investors. Thus, for collectors wanting to 
add one of these British Virgin Island one

do keep in mind that the mintage for 


these will be nowhere as big as those for 
the major players. But if that’s the bad 
news, the good news is that the collector 
market for coins like this — meaning from 
small lands where the idea is to sell new 
issues straight to collectors — is a thin 
enough one that virtually all of us who'd 
like to own one can do so. After all, who 
wouldn't want a coin sporting a queen on 


each side, and memorializing a third that 


reigned centuries ago? 


New Exhibit Takes Center Stage at Money Museum 


New Exhibit Takes Center Stage at Money 
Museum "Money of Empire: 


Elizabeth to Elizabeth” 


he British Empire, more than any other, set the 
stage for the modern world in which we live. From small origins 
during the late 16th century, the British Empire expanded to 
become the largest empire in history and the most powerful 
global economic and military power for over a century. To cele- 
brate the history of the British Empire, the Edward C. Rochette 
Money Museum, operated by the American Numismatic Associ- 
ation, is unveiling its newest exhibit, "Money of Empire: Eliza- 


beth to Elizabeth," on March 7. 


"The Money of Empire exhibit will take visitors on a numismatic 
tour of the British Empire and explore the history of the Kings 
and Queens of the UK from the time of Elizabeth | to Elizabeth 
Il through their money and medals," said Douglas Mudd, muse- 
um curator. The new exhibit will be on display through April 


2020. 


Sixty-two modern nations were once part of the British Empire, 
most of which are now part of the Commonwealth of Nations. 
The Commonwealth consists of 53 member states united by 
language, history, culture and shared values. Sixteen of the 
countries recognize the British monarch as their head of state 
and continue to display Elizabeth II on their coinage — making 


her image the most common numismatic portrait worldwide. 
Notable artifacts on display include: 


The Armada medal. The silver medal was issued in 1588 to cele- 
brate the defeat of the Spanish Armada by the English Navy. 


Since the Armada was aimed mainly against Elizabeth, the head 


of the Anglican Church, its cause was viewed as an attack upon 


the Church itself and is clearly represented on the reverse. 


An Elizabeth |, gold 1/2 Pound, 1560-61. An early English ma- 
chine-struck gold coin, the piece is a rare and beautiful example 
of Elizabethan coinage. The exhibit has a seldom-seen set of 


Elizabethan gold and silver coins on display. 


An Elizabeth |, silver 8 Real Portcullis money, 1600. This was the 
first English trade coin struck specifically for use in Asia. A com- 


plete denomination set is on display, a numismatic rarity. 


A Charles I, gold triple Unite, 1642, Oxford mint. This rare gold 
coin features Charles' wartime proclamation: Religio Protestanti- 
um, Leges Angliae, Libertas Parliamenti (Protestant Religion, 


English Laws, Liberty of Parliament). 
Money Museum Background 


The Money Museum includes an extensive and ever-growing 
collection of historical numismatic treasures. This one-of-a-kind 
facility showcases some of the most valuable and significant 
numismatic items the public cannot see anywhere else. Rarities 
include the Harry W. Bass Jr. exhibit, one of the most complete 
U.S. gold coin collections ever assembled, and two of the 15 


known 1804 dollars valued together at $6 million. 


The Money Museum is located at 818 N. Cascade Ave, adjacent 
to the campus of Colorado College and next door to the Colo- 
rado Springs Fine Arts Center. Museum hours of operation 

are Tuesday-Saturday, 10:30 am-5 pm. Admission is $8 ($6 for 
seniors, military and students). Kids 12 and under are free. For
